The matter of the thip who’ Brought this mournful intelfi- 
gence fays, that-dt the break"of day there was not the appear- 
ance of the city, but that.a thick fmoke feemed to hide it: 
when that, however, was diffipated, he perceived that half the’ 
city had funk, and that the remainder was confumed by the fire 
which iffued from the gulph in which the other part had been 
fwallowed up. One of the\Ribg’s frigsres which Jay near, fir- 
ed a number of cannon into the town with a view of extinguifli- 
ing the fire. The commanding officer faid, that he only faw 
one perfon (a Carmelite) who was endeavouring. to. make his 
efcape, in a fmall boat ; and that the convent of the capuchins 
was the edifice that was left entire, it being at a dittance from 
the town.
